MENTAL EQUIPMENT OF THE COM¬ 
MERCIAL TRAVELLER. 

Mf NT ally, the commercial traveller must 
be above the average of intelligent beings. 
He must not only thoroughly know the field 
in which he is working, but he must also be’ 
well posted in the new events of the day, as 
a discussion of them is often of valuable as¬ 
sistance in leading up to the subject in which 
the traveller is naturally most interested. No 
intelligent business man cares to waste his 
time on a dummy. If the salesman has 
brains and a pleasing manner he can secure 
an audience where another would fail utter¬ 
ly; and having once established a connection 
he will always be welcome for his own sake 
as much as for the goods he has to show. 

The work of a traveller tends to sharpen 
his wits; he comes into contact with all kinds 
of characters, his knowledge of human nature 
grows,' his horizon is broadened, and he is 
enabled to take larger business views than 
one who is tied down by routine work. Be¬ 
ing obliged to depend very largely upon his 
own resources he naturally acquires the habit 
of making up his mind quickly, and so is en¬ 
abled to give an opinion without much ap¬ 
parent preliminary thought. Experience will 
bear us out in asserting that such snap opin¬ 
ions are oftener right than wrong, and are 
backed up by the maturer deliberation of the 
home office. 

Next to self-reliance comes moral courage, 
a qualitv of prime importance. Temptations 


without number beset the salesman even un¬ 
der favorable circumstances. As Mr. Frank 
Marling in his talk on the subject before the 
Booksellers’ League pointed out. “ it frequent¬ 
ly happens that the sale of a book hinges on 
the answer made to a direct question. How 
hard it is then to be strictly truthful and to 
state the facts as they really are—not that it 
is the salesman’s duty to call attention to 
the literary defects of his books—he should 
always make out the best case for them that 
is possible. But he is frequently in a position 
where he has to say yes or no on a special 
point;” and he must give answer truthfully, 
on rhe ground of moral honesty as well as on 
the score of policy. Truthfulness in a sales¬ 
man is a virtue which will soon begin to tell 
in a pecuniary as well as in a moral way, for 
people wdl inevitably prefer to deal with the 
man upon whose word they know they can 
depend respecting the value they are getting 
for their money. The most hopeless and con¬ 
temptible of bankrupts is the man who has 
lost his reputation for honesty; the most 
useless to all employers—the most expensive 
while least worthy his salary, the mdst to be 
avo’de^ by customers and abhorred by mer¬ 
chants—is the shifty or dishonest salesman. 

The abnormal development of moral cour¬ 
age is “cheek,” which, if carried to extreme, 
will reboind upon its owner, and bring with it 
loss of patronage. The quality of nerve, in 
its good sense, on the other hand, is a most 
indispensable one, and the traveller is called 
upon to exercise it almost every day. 

The traveller’s duties are also favorable to 
the cultivation of patience and its companion, 
perseverance. Without patience a commer¬ 
cial traveller might as well quit at once, for 
he will be called upon to practice patience 
hourly. He must wait upon his customers’ 
convenience and humors, time and again, as 
the sailor must wait for wind to fill the sails 
of his craft. To keep one’s temper under 
such circumstances may. often be a sore trial; 
nevertheless the tiial must be endured with¬ 
out loss of temper. 

While the traveller must put up, with such 
oquanimitv as he is able to command, with 
the dilatoriness of customers, he must him¬ 
self he a pattern of punctuality. At all risks 
and inconveniences he must keep his engage¬ 
ments—anticipate them if possible. Time is 
money with most busy people, and while some 
inav at times thoughtlessly waste the time of 
others, they resent having their own time 
squandered, especially by those who, in a cer¬ 
tain sense, expect favors. 
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Not only must a traveller possess these 
qua.ities, or cultivate them if he has them 
not, in order to be successful, but he must 
keep a clear head—be sober in dress and 
habits Twenty-five years ago the idea of a 
traveller implied a man dressed in flashy 
clothes, of loud demeanor, who demanded 
and got the best of everything wherever he 
went, and regarded morals as only of second¬ 
ary importance. A drummer in those days, 
it was thought, could not be successful un¬ 
less he got on an occasional “spree/' The 
drummer now is expected to be a gentleman 
in all that the word means. He must be a 
gentleman in conduct as well as in appear¬ 
ance Dissipation or tearing around is coun¬ 
tenanced by neither the house who employs 
or the reputable customer who deals with 
travellers; nor will the better class of men 
on the road associate with the drummer who 
thinks it his duty to get drunk or act “smart” 
wherever he goes. It is true that freedom 
from the restraints of home and neighbors, 
the very character of the business, the “treat¬ 
ing” in which many indulge, all constitute 
powcrffil temptations that require firm moral 
courage to withstand, and a young man bent 
on going on the road cannot be too earnestly 
or emphatically warned about these dangers. 
On the other hand,, we are glad to believe 
that a better practice now prevails, and that 
the average commercial traveller in the re¬ 
spect of sobriety is of a distinctly higher 
grade than formerly. 


A NEW WESTERN METHODIST BOOK 
CONCERN DEPOSITORY. 

In accordance with the action of the late 
General conference, the St. Louis depository 
of the Western Methodist Book Concern and 
the Central Christian Advocate removed 
from that city to Kansas City. So far as 
we are advised this is the first time in the 
history of the Book Concern that such ac¬ 
tion has been taken and but once has a de¬ 
pository been discontinued—that at Atlanta, 
some years ago. The St. Louis depository 
was established and the publication of the 
Central commenced at St. Louis in 1856 and, 
while there was nothing but loss during the 
first twenty-four years, the business of the 
depository and the Central has been very 
successful and remunerative during the past 
twenty years, resulting in a clear profit of 
over $200,000 during that period. 

The question of removal to Kansas City 
had been canvassed for many months prior 
to the meeting of the General conference of 
1900 and the arguments in favor of such 
action, both before the committee on Book 
Concern and the General conference itself, 
were so convincing that there was practically 
no opposition to the measure. The growth 


of Methodism in Kansas and Nebraska and 
the development of Oklahoma seemed to de¬ 
mand a publishing-house and an Advocate in 
closer touch with these enterprising com¬ 
munities, while the discontinuance of the 
Advocates at Omaha and Denver gave prom¬ 
ise of a field for the Central that would not 
only supply the loss of its constituency east 
of the Mississippi, but would greatly add to 
its present circulation among the aggressive 
Methodists in the new West. The depository 
would be nearer the center of its patronizing 
territory and the trade of the Illinois and 
Southern Illinois conferences would go to 
the Chicago and Cincinnati houses, their 
natural sources of supply. 

The publishing agents found great diffi¬ 
culty in locating the depository in Kansas 
City because of the crowded condition of the 
retail quarter of that city. The final selec 
tion was made of the new Nelson building 
on the corner of Main and Missouri ave¬ 
nues, where comfortable and spacious quar¬ 
ters have been secured on the second floor 
of one of the most attractive buildings in 
Kansas City. The transfer was effected by 
a special train, carrying the employes, the 
stock of books, fixtures and all the parapher¬ 
nalia of the Central, leaving St. Louis in the 
afternoon and arriving in Kansas City the 
next morning. Business was resumed on 
the morning of November 15. The selection 
of a manager for the depository fell upon 
Mr. William E. O’Kane, the successful su¬ 
perintendent of the book department in the 
Chicago depository for eight years past, a 
man in the prime of life, whose experience 
and enterprise give promise of a careful and 
profitable administration of the affairs of the 
depository. 


THE SCRTBNER ANNUAL BINDING 
EXHIBIT. • 

Charles Scribner's Sons opened on the 
14th inst. their sixth annual exhibition of 
fine book bindings, American and foreign. 
During the vears that this annual display 
has been made, there has been a marked de¬ 
velopment of public interest in fine binding, 
and many publishers have followed the Scrib¬ 
ner practice of making special selection and 
exhibition of representative work in this line 
The increasing interest in the subject has 
naturally resulted in enriching both the qual¬ 
ity and quantity of bindings produced, and 
the present Scribner exhibition bears strik¬ 
ing witness tc this fact, as well as to the 
growing proportion of women who are doing 
good work in art binding. The display in¬ 
cludes examples from 17 French binders, all 
men; 24 English binders, of whom four are 
women; and J1 American binders, of whom 
three are women. Among notable examples 
of French handiwork are the Grolier edition 
of Matthews' “Modern Bookbinding,” in 
dark maroon morocco in an empire pattern 
with robin’s-egg blue doublure, by Mercier: 
the Kelmscott edition of Morris’s “Story of 
the Glittering Plain,” by Ruban, in dark pur¬ 
ple morocco, richly inlaid in colors; a Gruel 
binding of cuir cisete for Keat’s poems; and 
an elaborate blind-tooled Kelmscott Shake- 
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speare from David. English workmanship is 
represented by some fine examples from the 
Doves Bindery, including a remarkably beau¬ 
tiful copy of Swinburne’s “Songs Before 
Sunrise,” in blue morocco, with a delicate 
design of crescent moons and powdered 
stars; and by rich volumes from Zaehnsdorf, 
Miss Prideaux, and others. American bind¬ 
ings are effective and varied, including not¬ 
able examples from Miss Emily Preston. 
Otto 7 ahn, Macdonald, Miss Bulkley, and 
Stikeman. who has made for Holbein’s 
“Dance of Death” a remarkable binding in 
blade morocco, bordered with silver skulls 
and inlaid with a centre figure in white mo¬ 
rocco of a skeleton beating on a drum. There 
is one book from Berlin, bound by the Court 
bookbinder, W. Collin, the adornment or 
which, in very pale gold upon a full blue 
morocco, is in excellent taste. The exhibi¬ 
tion will be continued for a week.
